cabinet position had he lived—and escaped ex- 
posure, is dead, a victim of his companion iti 
sin. who even now faces a court of justice, 
branded as tbe slayer of the man she couldn't 
have as ber husband before the world. 


In a mean little room in a shabby hotel in 


Ardmore, Jake Hamon—national committee- 
man and political boss of Oklahoma, the maker 
of a President, the ruling force 
behind the \ 


scenes of a national convention, slated for a 
high cabinet portfolio, Secretary of the Interior 
and a millionaire oil king, dallied with fate. H<; 
played with fire until it turned and consumed 
him. 
His disgrace lies heavily on a faithful wife 


and the future of a little daughter. 


And tbe woman who was not more guilty 


than he—Clara Smith Hamon, a former sten- 
ographer, who married a Harnon as a matter 
of convenience to secure possession of the 
name only, took his life in tbe very room when-; 
they had sinned against the laws of God and 
man. The soul of the man, hurried into etor- 
nity, is now before its maker. 
The woman, 


wretched in life, the full realization 
of 
her 


wrong-doing upon her and in an effort to save 
herself from the consequences of man-made 
laws, is even now baring her very soul in the 
court room at the court house in Ardmore.

Hughes is approaching Lima, en route from 
Los Angeles, California, where the hand of 
death was laid upon tbe brow of this former 
Lima pioneer business man, to be laid away to 
final rest on Saturday in a plot within the pre- 
cincts of Greenlawn cemetery, beside the grave 
of his faithful life companion who preceded 
him to the great beyond. 


This man, a score of years past the allotted 


time of man—three score and ten—before be- 
ing called to his fathers, is well remembered by 
the older residents of Lima. They recall his 
early life in Lima, as one who had faith in his 
city and who helped develop it from a strag- 
gling village along the banks of the Ottawa 
river to the wpnderful city it is today.

ground that was secured as a silent city of the 
dead by John R. Hughes and others many 
years ago. He was a member of the first Wood- 
lawn cemetery association board, was its first 
.secretary and treasurer, retiring only when in- 
firmities came upon him.

was shot down. The memory of an as-

only a few * days previously was fresh in 
the minds of the people. The shooting of tho 
policeman added fuel to the fire of resentment 
to such an extent that a cry for vengeance 
went up. The inevitable was blood-shed, riot, 
fire, terror. 
Many innocent persons suffered 


for the wrong done by others. 


Up and down the land the news was her- 


alded in screaming headlines: "Race Riot in 
Springfield!" That city paid the price in blood- 
Shed, riot and lawlessness. 
Justice moved 


swiftly for the man responsible for starting the 
holocaust of horror. 
State troops were 


rushed to Springfield as the situation passed 
beyond the control of the local officials. 
Only 


the menace of bayonets and loaded rifles in tin 
bands of men sworn to preserve order, restrain- 
ed an inflamed populace from further deeds of 
violence.
